The 76th Annual Banquet of ISPE Friday—April 
21, will feature an illustrated presentation on one of 
America’s current dilemmas—SOUTH AMERICAN 
RELATIONS. 

DR. BEATRICE A. HICKS, P.E. (Woman of the 
Year in Business—1952), President of the Newark 
Controls Co., Bloomfield, N. J., and her husband, 
RODNEY D. CHIPP, P.E., Director of Engineering, 
Communications Systems Ine. (a wholly-owned af- 
filiate of IT&T) spent a month of 1960 touring Brazil, 
Argentina, Chile, Peru, Uruguay as official engineering 
‘““AMBASSADORS”’ for the National Society of Pro- 
fessional Engineers. 


“T think that’s a splendid idea, your going down 
there as engineers,’’ former Vice-President Nixon told 
the couple after they had described the purposes of 
the Project Ambassador tour. Mr. Chipp told the 
Vice-President that they hoped to gather information 
and impressions in South America which would help 
foster sound relations between North American and 
Latin American engineers. 


Working in cooperation with the leading profes- 
sional engineering society in each country visited, the 
Ambassadors held a series of meetings with South 
American engineers, government and university offi- 
cials, and business to explore the less obvious problems 
in human relations that cause friction between South 
American engineers and United States engineers. This 
unique project was undertaken by NSPE in an attempt 
to forestall any possibility of an ‘‘Ugly American’’ 
image in the exchange of engineering services between 
the two great continents of the Western Hemisphere. 


In addition to assistance from the American em- 
bassies, the schedule of activities by Rod Chipp and 
Bea Hicks was coordinated by: in Brazil, the Fed- 
eracao Brasilerira de Assoacioes de Engenherios; in 
Uruguay, the Pan American Union of Associations of 
Engineers; in Argentina, the Centro Argentino de 
Ingenieros; in Chile, the Instituto de Ingenieros de 
Chile, and in Peru, the Sociedad de Ingenieros del 
Peru. 

In each country they also visited as many outstand- 
ing engineering installations as their limited time 
permitted.

Mr. Lew was born in China and received his eduea-. 
tion in the University of Nanking. He pursued furthen 
study at the University of Chicago. Upon his return: 
to China, he first taught in his Alma Mater and later: 
became Dean of the University. 


Once he served as a senior expert in the Ministry: 
of Foreign Affairs and was attached to the Chinese: 
Assessor’s Office in connection with the Lytton Com-- 
mission of the League of Nations. He was professor’ 
of political science at St. John’s University in Shanghai. 


During the last war he became Executive Secretary 
of the Chinese Relief and Rehabilitation Administra-. 
tion and was concurrently in charge of educational 
rehabilitation. He was sent to the United States and 
England in 1946-47 as UNRRA Fellow in administra- 
tive science. While in London, he had collaborated 
with the Chinese delegation to the UNESCO Head- 
quarters in Paris. In 1947 he was appointed Admin- 
istrative Advisor to the Central Rehabilitation Com- 
mission. In 1948 he returned to this country with his 
family and was appointed to the faculty of Bradley 
University, Peoria.
